CONDUCTS WORTHY SESSION

Bishop Levi Willis and the dele- 
gates of the General Assembly 
gathered in Memphis to hold the 
April Call Meeting. April 8-10, 
1986, found the saints from 
everywhere in Memphis to con- 
sider the business affairs of the 
Church of God in Christ. 


The agenda for this meeting was 
significant because of the chal- 
lenging subject matter. Elder 
Samuel Fluker brought the 
house to order. Elder Henderson 
Spivey led prayer and Elder 


Thomas Jackson read the scrip- 
ture. Elder Fluker then called 
Elder George Davis and Mission- 
ary Dell for words of greeting. 
A cordial gesture of respect was 
extended to the former General 
Assembly Chairman, Bishop 
William Rimson and he gave 
solid expressions of exhortation. 
Bishop Willis was brought for- 
ward and he prepared the house 
to be certified. While Bishop 
Nathaniel Wells and the mar- 
shals counted delegates, Chair- 
man Willis presented his lovely 


wife for a powerful testimony of 
healing. Bishop Wells brought 
the word to the Chairman that 
385 delegates were in attendance 
and hundreds more were com- 
pleting registration. Mason Tem- 
ple quickly filled and the session 
was underway. 


First order of business was the 
reading of the minutes from the 
last session. After some brief 
words and suggested changes 
the minutes were approved. 
Bishop G. R. Ross maintains a 


HELP WEEK REPORT....... 
WORKING ON THE BUILDING 


The men and women who tra- 
veled to Lexington, Mississippi 
and volunteered time, energy 
and skills for the renovation of 
the Saint’s property proved to be 
a devoted industrious group. 
The spirit of cooperation and 
fellowship was splendid. 
Though the sun was hot and 
high, the work long and exhaust- 
ing, the volunteers maintained 
a positive attitude. Each worker 
had his or her own job to do and 
the issues of who was bossing 
whom never developed. It 
seemed the spirit was in charge. 
Every individual was there to do 
a work for the Lord. Significant 
to this mindset of cooperation 
was the reality of the Presiding 
Bishop’s vision of the Saint’s 
property again being used in a 
productive way. The saints were 
there working on the building! 


The Whole Truth was there and 
gathered interviews with some 
of the workers. History must 
record their contribution and 
their sacrifice, which they so 
willingly made at their own 


expense. To experience men like 
Bishop T. T. Scott sawing wood 
and driving nails, or young men, 
unskilled of hand but devoted in 
heart busy doing whatever told, 
was good to behold. Maybe their 
words of why they were there 
participating can bring true 
understanding of the ‘Help 
Week” experience. 


Pastor J. L. Johnson of Sharon, 
Mississippi reflected, “My dad 
worked on these buildings. This 
trip and my labor is a small thing 
for me. Yet, in another way, my 
work is a tribute to him. My dad 
is Deacon Alex Johnson and he 
is 94 years old.” Atop the roof 
a few feet away, Bro. Lawrence 
Jones, III of Chicago, Illinois 
worked with Bro. Gene Walker. 
I asked Bro. Jones why he was 
in Lexington? He answered, “My 
Bishop, Bishop L. H. Ford asked 
us to come with him and work. 
I’m loyal to him and I’m excited 
about the work of my Church.” 
Both of the young men agreed 
that one day their children 


would be pleased to know their 
dads did something tangible in 
Lexington. 


I quickly got off the roof of the 
Mallory Building and continued 
to talk with the men as they 
worked. Ever present in the sun 
was Bishop J. O. Patterson. He 
seemed the “father figure” and 
his presence stated he would 
endure the hot sun with his 
sons. Some of the men were 
pushing wheel barrels, smoo- 
thing cement, painting, cutting 
wood, laying roofing or various 
other duties. Bishop Theo Davis 
was glad for the effort. Bishop 
commented, ‘‘this effort to res- 
tore the property is a tribute to 
Dr. Mallory and all the saints 
who worked to make this school. 
Years past saw their choirs 
singing to support the school. 
Preachers and Missionaries 
made great sacrifices and waged 
an uphill battle.” I found Elder 


GeorgeJ. Custard of Wichita, Ks, 
standing in Faith Hall. He was 
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high level of proficiency in the 
administration of his office. 


The Chairman gave inspiring 
remarks and set the tone for an 
upbeat and productive General 
Assembly meeting. He shaped 
his remarks around the need for 
economic development. He 
recalled a resolution which made 
it compulsory for the Church to 
save for investment $100,000 
annually. In a very cogent way 
he demonstrated that if we had 
followed the resolution as pros- 
cribed, that $100,000 would be 
considerably more. The resolu- 
tion was given in 1979. He 
informed the assembly of the 
possibility of purchasing a radio 
station. Through investment of 
funds over 5 years, the Church 
could own as many as 24 sta- 
tions. The message was clear 
and the house received the com- 
ments with interest. 


Being a practical man, the Chair- 
man then encouraged all dele- 
gates to make his/her financial 
reports. He reflected, “I believe 
every pastor who belongs to the 
Church of God in Christ ought 
to have a problem with his 
conscience if he fails to make his 
reports.” 


A large quanity of business was 
completed during the April meet- 
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ing. The following is a brief 
report of the session. The assem- 
bly entertained a resolution 
designed to change the voting 
procedures for general elections. 
The resolution sought accep- 
tance of absentee balloting. It 
was tabled because it failed to 
meet house rules of acceptance. 
Bishop C. L. Anderson and 
jurisdiction sponsored a resolu- 
tion to develop Saints Industrial 
into a secondary educational 
institution. The Chair tabled the 
resolution because it did not 
meet house rules. Bishop I. B. 
Bonner submitted a resolution 
which suggested jurisdictional 
bishops receive and distribute 
credentials. It was tabled for the 
same reason, his resolution 
failed to meet house rules. The 
rule of the assembly is that every 
resolution must come with ade- 
quate copies for every delegate. 
A Resolution seeking job descrip- 
tions for all national officers 
elected or appointed by Church 
was sent to the General Board. 
The Chairman felt only the 
General Board has the authority 
to develop such job descriptions. 
Article No. 8 of the proposed 
constitutional revisions was 
brought before the assembly. 
The Chairman of the committee, 
the Elder Frank Ellis has ample

There was much fellowship, 
laughter, praise to God and hard 
work accomplished during the 
Help Week.

Bishop J. O. Patterson informed 
the Whole Truth of Elder White- 
head’s death during the Help 
Week. In a very reflective and 
somber mood he spoke of Elder 
Whitehead’s death and circum- 
stances thereof. He related, “It 
seems that he wanted to come 
and tune the pianos on the 
campus. I just touched the keys 
on one of the pianos and the 
notes sounded sweetly. It seems 
Elder Whitehead was not denied 
his goal, he tuned the piano. God 
told David because it was in his

heart to build the Temple, It was 
done!”’ Bishop concluded, ‘“Some 
may ask why did it happen? 
Others asked him not to make 
the trip...Yes, it is impossible to 
stop a person on his way to 
heaven.”

The General Assembly of the 
Church of God in Christ received 
the financial management pro- 
ject update from Mr. Mack 
Finley during the April Call 
Meeting. Mr. Finley is the CPA 
hired by the General Board to 
develop the system. After find- 
ing the task was no small thing 
the Church contracted the ser- 
vices of Coopers and Lybrand 
Inc. During the meeting all 
aspect of the system were 
reviewed for the delegtes of the 
General Assembly. Mr. Finley 
informed the assembly his task 
was to develop the foundation 
for a Church of God in Christ 
automated accounting and finan- 
cial reporting system. He was to 
get accounting records updated 
to provide opening balances for 
the new system. He outlined the 
problems, tasks of accounting, 
operational functions and work 
accomplished on his own and 
with the support of Coopers and 
Lybrand. He likewise prepared 
a 43 page document supporting 
his findings among the various 
departments. The Chairman 
requested copies of the report for 
the entire assembly. 


Mr. Finley then introduced the 
two Coopers and Lybrand 
accountants. Mr. Archie Turner 


and Mr. Lawrence P. Doss pres- 
ented the financial management 
project prepared by their firm. 
This quite detailed and signifi- 
cant report demonstrated the far 
reaching nature of the project. 
The Church will soon be pre- 
pared to do a first rate job of 
accounting and management. 


The Coopers and Lybrand firm 
is one of the eight international 
accounting and consulting firms 
in the world. Their revenues are 
over 1 billion annually. They 
employ 30,000 people located in 
400 offices around the world. 
Their client list reads like a 
Who’s Who in_ business. 
Included among their clients are 
AT&T, Ford Motor Co., IBM, 
American Express; the cities of 
New Orleans, Atlanta and Chi- 
cago; schools like I. T. C., Har- 
vard, Yale and Stanford. The list 
goes on and now includes the 
Church of God in Christ. 


The report presented by the 
three gentlemen was unanim- 
ously accepted. Bishop Roy L. H. 
Winbush must be singled out for 
mention, as he developed the 
several thousands of dollars 
necessary to pay for the analysis 
and subsequent system.

SPEAKS 


BISHOP FORD AND PATTERSON SMILE AS THEY LEAVE THE 


ASSEMBLY. THE COWBOY HAT IS RIGHT SMART! 


During the April Call Meeting 
the Presiding Bishop, Bishop J. 
O. Patterson spoke to the 
General Assembly. His remarks 
were a timely upbeat statement 
about the nature of the Church’s 
affairs. 


He reported the Church of God 
in Christ is a great church. Still, 
the members of the Church of 
God in Christ must realize how 
essential good business is for 
future development. He cited the 
outpour of support demon- 
strated during Help Week as an 
indication of good business. The 
many roofers, painters, cement 
finishers, carpenters, brick 
masons, landscapers, plumbers 
and committed helpers provided 
an example of fellowship and 
success. He reported how large 
amounts of work were done on 
the O. M. Kelly Chapel and the 
Mallory Building. He informed 
the assembly that roofs had been 
resurfaced, cement walkways 
restored, buildings painted, etc. 
He further announced his vision 
for the continued development of 
the site. The Church has nearly 
385 acres of land in Lexington 
and the Church must use it 
wisely. 


In pointing to Help Week, the 
Bishop reflected over the benefit 
of the great spirit of volunteer- 
ism. Approximately $25-30,000 
of work was completed. This 
was done at the cost of $11,000. 


Nightly, the fine saints from the 
area met the workers at the 
historic St. Paul Church of God 
in Christ for worship. Elder 
Percy Dean and congregation 
made everyone welcome. The 
revenue from these services 
amounted to $5,000. 


In a closing statement, the 
Bishop commended and pres- 
ented the Help Week crew to the 
assembly. In an appreciative 
mood he pointed out Elder Mil- 
ton Oliver for hard work while 
pouring the finishing cement. 


Bishop Patterson turned his 
attention to the financial system 
of the Church. He stated, “The 
General Assembly asked the 
General board to develop a func- 
tional system of finance.” We 
began by hiring an accountant 
and he has worked to provide a 
system.” He spoke of the work 
involved and that more skilled 
minds were needed to help com- 
plete the job. Bishop Patterson 
concluded his remarks by pres- 
enting Bishop Winbush who 
introduced Mr. Finley and two 
accountants to provide informa- 
tion about the system. 


Bishop Patterson was before the 
assembly a few more times. All 
and all the meeting was good for 
the Church. Most delegates left 
very happy with the progress 
made.

Professor Odie H. Tolbert, Jr., is 
a resident of Memphis, Tennes- 
see and a member of the “Mother 
Church”, Pentecostal Temple 
Institutional Church of God in 
Christ, where our Presiding 
Bishop, Bishop J. O. Patterson, 
Sr., is senior pastor. He has been 
a member of Pentecostal Temple 
for 32 years. The only break in 
this membership occurred when 
he was a member of the Armed 
Forces for two years, 1963-65, 
and then, subsequently after his 
tour of Army duty residing in 


Chicago, Illinois for four years, 
1965-69 employed in the United 
States Post Office and attending 
graduate school. While in Chi- 
cago he worshipped at Faith 
Temple COGIC pastored by the 
late Bishop H. W. Goldsberry. 
Professor Tolbert is a disabled 
American veteran with a hear- 
ing impairment received during 
his tour of duty while in the 
Army.

I’ve been a member of the 
Church all my life but this is my 
first visit to Lexington. I’ve 
enjoyed the revival and worship- 
ping in the southland. Sister 
Helen D. Ware. of Lexington, 
Ms., “I didn’t work but I was 
a part of the meals. I am the 
State YWCC President and a 
graduate of Saints. It is a delight 
to my heart to see it live again.” 
Sister Ware is the daughter of

Larita Hill, Gulfport, Ms.,” I 
willingly followed my husband, 
Elder Eric Hill. I’ve always 
desired to be a student at Saints. 
This trip has been most enjoy- 
able and meeting the saints too. 
Praise God for the sisters of 
Saint Paul. It is a wonderful 
work that the Church is taking 
pride in the school. Thank God 
for Bishop Patterson’s vision. I 
am a member of Three Rivers 
Church of God in Christ. 


The work is growing with some 
24 churches. 


The Island graduated its first C. 
H. Mason Bible College class in 
July 1984, with Dean Houghton. 
Plans are underway for head- 
quarters building in Kingston 
which will house our schools 
(nursing, academic, Bible, 
orphanage and home for the 
aged), plus the sanctuary. 


The Islanders are not seeking a 
“hand-out”’, but a “help out’’. In 
giving these buildings, and some 
training for some, Jamaica will 
cease to be a liability, but will 
be an asset to the Island and to 
the Church. The schools at 
present are only basic, but are 
in the process of being upgraded 
to meet national standards for 
being accredited. By sending 
personnel to school they will be 
able to manage the teaching 
positions and numerous jobs will 
be supplied in the future. 


The Bishop Rowe has taken 
many hospital supplies to the 
Island and distributed them 
among hospitals, rest homes and 
clinics in the outlying areas. 
Supplies have totaled well over 
$26,000, e.g. crutches, wheel- 
chairs, sterilizers, beds, examin- 
ing tables, breathing machines, 
and many other items. 


The Church is actively engaged 
in supporting one clinic, located 
at Yallahs, St. Thomas. The 
Church has two registered 
nurses who are concerned about 
the Islanders welfare. The Wom- 


en’s Convention with Supervi- 
sor Burton, carries to the Island 
the latest topics, etc., from the 
International Department of 
Women,, along with seminars on 
auxiliaries, leadership, court- 
ship and marriage, parenting; 
also seminars on health aids, 
diabetes, hypertension, child 
care, general health and first aid 
classes are given. The Depart- 
ment is making a holistic 
approach, body, mind, spirit. 


The Island deeply regrets the 
demise of the National President 
of Ushers, Missionary Henrietta 
Taylor, who was loyal, obedient 
and a 100 percent supporter of 
the Women’s work and the 
general church. She will be 
greatly missed; she was faithful 
unto death. 


The newly organized Nurse’s 
Aid group will comprise our 
Island ‘‘Emergency Rescue 
Squad’, giving special thanks to 
its founder, organizer and Cap- 
tain, Mother Josephine Roberson 
of Michigan who has visited us 
in the Island, along with Mis- 
sionary Mildred Hughes of Flint 
Michigan and Sister Taylor. 


Missionary Grace Love has been 
instrumental in helping our 
building fund and the Islanders. 
In July 1985, optometrist, Dr. 
Beasley, Mrs. Beasley and their 
son came to the Island, and by 
invitation from Bishop Rowe, 
did some 300 examinations for 
eye problems and made correc- 
tive lenses for those in need. 


The Island, with the Superin- 
tendent of Sunday School and 
her staff, Missionary Barbara 
Pennant, is getting ready for 
their first UNAC for the 
Summer 1986, with Minister 
Devon Bennett, who is the 
Youth President and General 
Secretary. 


Our Workers Meeting witnessed 
a beautiful wedding at the 
Bethany Church of God in 
Christ, with Island Overseer 
Houghton officiating. United in 
holy matrimony were Ms. Bev- 
erly Kelly of San Jose, California, 
and Elder Overton Williams of 
the Island of Jamaica. Beverly is 
fondly called ‘‘Kelly Girl’, and 
serves aS corresponding secre- 
tary to the Women’s Depart- 
ment. Mother McGlothen is her 
Supervisor, and Bishop Davis is 
her Jurisdictional Bishop. The 
bride’s mother, a close friend 
and her daughter, Shondell, 
were present also. 


The Workers Meeting was a 
success with Overseer 
Houghton, Elder Burnett and 
staff on hand to serve. They are 
on fire for God. Several visitors 
graced our setting. The Wom- 
en’s Convention with three days 
of seminars gladly accepted 
pastor-evangelists and Jamaica 
administrative assistant, Elder 
Dewitt Hill to speak two nights.

examining a rather large crack 
in the wall. The crack ran from 
the foundation to the ceiling of 
the building. He reflected how 
correct the Presiding Bishop was 
about the condition of some of 
the buildings. Bro. Manford 
Reeves who was a student at 
Saint Industrial had mixed emo- 
tions. He stated, “Saints is a part 
of me. I attended school here 
from 1963-1975, grades 1-12. It 
personally hurts to see the 
buildings not in use. Still, I am 
very happy to see them under- 
going renovation. I’ve always 
had faith there would be reno- 
vation.” I walked down to the 
St. Paul Church of God in Christ 
dining hall and spoke with Sister 
Rose Ward of New York. The 
Women were busy preparing a 
lot of food. They seemed to know 
how to handle hungry men! She 
stated, “I’m having a great time. 
Bishop Patterson is preaching 
every night and the Lord is 
blessing. I am just happy to say 
I was here and helped in some 


” 


way. 


Later that day I spoke with Dr. 
Donald Wheelock about the Help 
Week. Standing in eye shot of 
the structurally weak Peyton 
Building and the fire damaged 
Ozro Thurston Jones Building, 
He spoke words of hope. “I have 
hope! I believe this property has 
vast potential. Proper assess- 
ment has to be made about what 
needs repair and the types of 
repairs. If done correctly, the 
property could serve as a retreat 
and recreation center for our 
Church. One practical use of the 
property would be using it as an 
in service training station. Both 
national and jurisdictional staffs 
could be educated by our own 
Church professionals. The place 
has vast potential. The Help 
Week says that it is worth 
saving.” 


It seems that Saints Industrial’s 
educational history will not 
decay with closed buildings. 
Elder Milton Hall of Kokomo, 
Indiana was acccompained by 
several other Hoosiers (what 
native people of Indiana are 
called). He commented, ‘“The 
buildings are a mixture of excel- 
lent to exceedingly poor in struc- 
ture. The Hall family has an 
interest, as one of the buildings, 
the Gamble-Rice Building is 
named for my Aunt; Mother 
Nancy Gamble. I’m here because 
it is necessary we continue the 
vision. Bishop Patterson is the 
leader of the Church and says 
it’s time to work on these build- 
ings.” Elder Chetwyn Rodgers of 
Chicago, Ill., and two sons were 
on hand. Elder Rodgers was the 
former Director and acting Pres- 
ident of the Saints Alumni Asso- 
ciation. He reflected, “It is our 
hope that some type of educa- 
tional training be provided from 
these grounds. We support the 
Presiding Bishop’s program. I’m 
glad for this opportunity to have 
made a direct input into Help 
Week. Hopefully, some of the 
former dreams can be integrated 
into the new overall develop- 
ment of the property.” 


Climbing to the roof again I 
found Min. Willie Grady of 
Memphis, Tennessee. He is a 
licensed roofing contractor and 
brought one of his employees to 
work on the building. He paid 


the employee’s salary. He said, 
“Some of these men are not real 
professionals but they show 
good skill. Their hearts and 
hands are in the work 100%. The 
work is coming along very well 
and a lot of work is being done 
at a great savings to the 
Church.” The paint crew was 
working just below and I spoke 
with Elder R. L. Williams of 
Memphis and Elder J. R. Mattox 
of Atlanta, Georgia about the 
work. They informed me the 
painting was going just fine. 
Elder Willie Barnes of Benton, 
Ark., was up and down the 
ladder as much as this reporter. 
While carrying some heavy 
object up the ladder he said, 
“Benton, Arkansas is here! I’m 
Elder Willie Barnes and glad to 
be here working on these 
buildings.” 


The saints were working on the 
building. Bishop J. O. Patterson, 
Bishop L. H. Ford, Bishop T. T. 
Scott, Bishop H. J. Bell, Bishop 
W.L. Porter, Bishop Theo Davis, 
Bishop Samuel Lowe, Bishop E. 
McDowell and Bishop Melvin 
Givens worked with the men. 
There was a real sense of broth- 
erhood within our ranks. One 
cannot report this story without 
relating the laughter, sweat and 
yet, blessed feeling ever present. 
Maybe Elder Otis Clark of Oak- 
land, possibly the most senior 
preacher there said it best, ‘I’m 
83 years old and can’t do much 
work. I came at the invitation 
of another preacher. Since being 
here, I’ve brought water to the 
men. Guess you could say I’m 
an expert water carrier. I just 
thank God He allowed me to help 
that much.” 


For the sake of history the Whole 
Truth desires to record the 
volunteers who worked during 
Help Week for future reference. 
They deserve recognition!

Pastor James Lee Whitehead 
was born July 23, 1918 in 
Darling, Mississippi. He was the 
only child of Lee and Mary Beck 
White.

As a child, after the death of his 
mother and having to live with 
his grandmother, many trials 
befell him; however he con- 
tinued to press forward in the 
work of the Lord. 


Pastor Whitehead was a member 
of Wilkins Street from 1924 to 
1930. He then went to Adelaide 
Street Church of God in Christ 
for a year under Elder F. F. 
Davis, and later returned to 
Wilkins Street where he 
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remained until 1953. 


Wanting to do something for 
God, he asked Milt Jackson, one 
of his childhood friends, to show 
him how to play the piano and 
guitar. As he began to play music 
for the church, God highly 
anointed him with the gift of 
playing, singing, and teaching 
music. From 1931 to 1934, he 
traveled with the State Band, 
singing and playing the guitar. 
He was also instrumental in 
helping Overseer Lloyd Sanders 
and Elder Starks to establish 
churches in Springfield and 
Dayton, Ohio.

Pastor Whitehead started and 
taught many choirs in many 
churches, pastored by many 
men such as: Elder William 
Rimson, Elder Mack Taylor, 
Bishop J. S. Bailey, Superintend- 
ent P. A. Brooks, Elder B. C. 
Elliott, and Elder Pittman. 


In 1941, he founded the State 
Jurisdictional Choir and the 
Purity Class Choir. In 1942, he 
was made the State President of 
the Music Department which 
produced a Music Convention 
that was the most outstanding 
event of that year. Also in 1942, 
at a Watch Meeting, he accepted 
the calling to the Ministry, and 
was enrolled in the Michigan 
Baptist Seminary by Pastor 
Williams, where he studied until 
he was inducted into the United 
States Army ASOTC Division, 
where he served as Assistant 
Chaplain for Company C. He ws 
honorably discharged after 
receiving a spinal injury. He 
returned to the Michigan Baptist 
Seminary and completed his 
studies thus earning a Bachelors 
of Theology (BTh.) and Divinity 
(B.D.) degrees. In March of 1947, 
he was formally ordained into 
the ministry. Elder Whitehead 
continued his education by 
attending day school at Detroit 
Bible College where he gradu- 
ated in 1950. His pastor recom- 
mended him to the late Bishop 
John Seth Bailey, who put him 
on the list of prospective pastors. 
In 1948, he was asked to work 
as one of the registrars for the 
National Convention in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, where he 
served until his death. 


In 1945, he was appointed Vice- 
President and trainer of the 
orchestra in Memphis, Tennes- 
see, and was later appointed 
President in 1968. 


In March of 1953, he was 
appointed by Bishop J. S. Bailey 
to pastor Willow Run Church of 
God in Christ. At that time, some 
of the members were conducting 
services in the home of Mother 
Pearl Hart. Pastor Whitehead 
continued to have services in the 
homes and on Sundays in a local 
school. Because the government 
would not permit him to pur- 
chase land for a church, a tent 
was secured in which they wor- 
shipped for six years. However, 
the Lord prospered their effort 
and through the leading of the 
Lord, a child, a little sister 
Wilson, was instrumental in 
directing pastor Whitehead to a 
new church. In three years he 
and his flock successfully pur- 
chashed and clearly deeded the 
property in the name of the 
Church of God in Christ. 


In 1954, he was appointed by 
Bishop D. C. Williams to pastor 
Mount Vernon Church of God in 
Christ in Indiana, where he 
pastored for three years. 


In 1957, he was appointed pastor 
of Middle Belt Church of God in 
Christ. In 1960, he was led by 
God to start a Bible Institute. 
Many students were taught and 
graduated from his school given 
a foundation in the work of God. 
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However, in 1969, due to an 
additional injury he could not 
continue to build and operate his 
school. 


In approximately 1963, because 
of his faithfulness to the Elder’s 
Council, he was appointed 
Assistant Secretary. He was 
later appointed as Secretary to 
the council by Bishop J. S. 
Bailey. 


He was appointed by the NAACP 
CORE Ministerial Alliance, to be 
the Chairman for the fight for 
a new road. As a leader in the 
community, he went to Washing- 
ton D. C., and had a man sent 
from the Department of Justice, 
who in turn got the City Officials 
to build a new road for the 
community.

In August, 1978, the Music 
Department of Southwestern 
Michigan presented him with a 
state Recognition Award for 25 
Years of Dedicated Service. 


. In 1978, he received an Human- 
itarian Award from the Willow 
Run Advisory Council. 


. In 1979, he received an Honor- 
ary Doctor’s of Divinity Degree 
from Trinity Hall College and 
Seminary. 


. In 1979, he received from the 
City of Ypsilanti, Michigan, the 
Distinguished Pastoral Tribute, 
which marked 25 years of ser- 
vice as a Clergyman in the City 
of Ypsilanti. 


. He most recently served as 


administrative assistant to the 
late Bishop J. S. Bailey. And in 
September of 1985, was 
appointed Administrative Assist- 
ant to Bishop W. L. Harris. 


. In 1981, heled his congregation 
to the building of a new facility. 


. However, all of his accomplish- 
ments did not compare with the 
joy he received when the Presid- 
ing Bishop J. O. Patterson, bes- 
towed upon him in the Holy 
Convocation (November 1985), 
the “SPECIAL RECOGNITION 
AWARD,” which is the highest 
honor and tribute the Church of 
God in Christ have to honor their 
most worthy constituents. 


Suddenly, on Thursday, April 3, 
1986, at 5:00 a.m., an angel 
descended from heaven and 
carried him to Abraham’s bosom 
for rest and reward. He leaves 
to cherish his memories a loving 
wife, Ella Barbara, (who he 
affectionately called Bob), their 
two children, LaBarbara Gwen 
and James Lee, Jr., (who is 
nicknamed Jack), a daughter-in- 
law, Mollie Ann, two grandchild- 
ren, Gwen LuEl and James, III, 
and a host of relatives, saints 
and friends.
